THE USE OF TAN 
IK GARDENS. 


Writing iu tho Review Horticole, St. Bal 


tat urges tho use of tan in gardens, where 
ho states, 
it is most useful for covering 


the walks, ths acidity in the material check 
ing, 
or indeed, preventing the growth o. 


weeds, especially where they have first been 
cleared-away. The paths are likewise reu 
dered more pleasant to walk ou than on 
gravel or on the scoria and shingle fre- 
quently 
used. Too ' thick 
a 
coating 


• should not 
bo given, as this in Hkel> 


to harbor damp aftor rain; but this CRU be 
remedied by previously spreading upon tho 
ground a layer of cinders, upon which the 
tan wildest,, 'and which will drain off tho 
water rapidly and 
efficiently. 
The tan 


should be renewed upon the walks in the 
Spring, as they are much worn in Winter. 
Tho old material is scraped off and deposited 
on the borders, whore it forma excellent 
mulching, aud may subsequently bo incor- 
porated with soil nsa manure; for straw- 
barry or raspberry beds nothing is better. 


In L.i Brie the white maggots attack 


those plants that are mulched with tan less 
frequently than any others. 
On the edge 


of the footpaths the roots of abtes cxcclsa are 
fond of developing thoir spongioles iu old 
tan, for it i; loft for several years upon the 
less used walks. Some tirnoback.M. Baltel 
made tho following experiment upon a ploi 
of asparngus: One part of tho bed was cov- 
ered with tan, the other with saltpetrous 
earth. In tho latter portion growth was 
very vigorous, while in tho former it was 
the reverse. Tan, therefore, it may bo pre- 
sumed, is not conducive to the health of 
asparagus. 


r-LOUGmxo DEEP. 


"Shall wo plough deep ?" is a quoslion be- 


ing continually asked by farmers in all 
parts of the country without receiving n 
conclusive or satisfactory answer. Theo- 
retically wo say yes, na almost all theorists 
havo said during tho past hundred years. 
Practically we arc undecided, for tho rea- 
son that so many failures havo occurred 
for want of favorable conditions of soil, 
drainage, ote: 


A farmer in asking the question should 


know the object for which ho desires to 
deepen the tilth of his soil, whether is it bo 
to break up the hard subsoil, to assist 
drainage, prevent drought, deepen the fer- 
tility, or for tho purpose of making it per- 
vious to the penetration of the roots of the 
growing crops. To secure any of these 
things by deep plowing it is necessary, if 
w* would get satisfactory results, to consid- 
er the ohnvactor and quality o? the soil, 
whether shallow or deep, and whether the 
natural or artificial drainage is sufficient to 
relieve it of nil surplus water. 
Without 


undordraining, the fertility, much below tho 
surface of tho ground, can not ordinarily bo 
utilized, BO that it is not good policy to 
pisco the croam of the fields much bolow 
the depth of 
ordinary plowing. Four 


inches is as deep as the average of plows 
go; tho eight to twelve inches in depth 
fanners talk about being seldom ranched, 
except by trench plowing; even then it Is 
difficult to got below eight inches. 


Deep plowing must bo done cautiously 


and by dogroo,*. 
Clay soil* nro benefited, 


whore plenty of manure Is at Irnml to on- 
rich them thoroughly, hut the lighter soils 
whioh require, Ions n,-j.sifttfluce from artificial 
fertilizers, aro not benefited usually by thin 
process.
